AFM officials nor criticize unduly the problems facing road racing in Los Angeles.

$600 guarantee purse and insurance 
premium for the rider. 

The track insurance which is supplied 
by L.A. A.F.M, paid all but $100 of our 
hospital bills, Mr. Mark, do any other 
organizations offer this benefit? I’m sure 
they don’t, 

Not only do all L.A, AFM raceshave 
insurance, but a purse of at least $600. 
(This increases on increased atten- 
dance), Mr, Mark was **sniveling'' about 
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high costs of racing. Withallthe benefits 
of A.F.M, I can't see how anyone could 
afford to race anywhere else, And Pm 
sure Mr. Mark will agree. We all must 
remember that motorcycle racing of all 
kinds is a luxury, and if people like Mr. 
Mark can't afford to race, maybe they 
Should be spectators only. 

Mr. Mark wants to start a riders 
union; I feel this is unnecessary because 
you should be able to voice your opinion 
at the various AMA, A,C.A,, and A.F.M.

The other day I went to the local DMV 
office and did what some motocyclists 
have already done and all the rest are 
faced with eventually. I renewed my 
driver's license and obtained a motor- 
cycle-riding license, 

I remember very well when this law 
was passed last year, It was one half of 
the helmet-license bill which Foran had 
packaged. It was the half we could accept, 
It sounds good in theory to require li- 
censes for operating motor vehicles. It 
keeps the incompetents off the streets 
and highways. It promotes greater safety 
for the public and the individual who is 
operating the vehicle. Or at least it is 
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supposed to. And in this day of govern- 
ment authority and responsibility who 
would question that a law does what it 
is supposed to? 

But I wonder, as I wondered as the bill 
was being passed while we were all 
agreeing to it (because not agreeing to 
it was un& merican and unMotorcycle) if 
licenses really keep the incompetents 
off the street and everyone safer, 

The majority of fatal motorcycle ac- 
cidents occur on the first ride, usually 
on a borrowed machine, How the statis- 
ticians reached the conclusion about the 
first ride I don't know. That it was the 
first ride on a borrowed machine is 
easier to determine, The first ride on a. 
machine one is not used to can be quite 
an experience, especially if made in 
heavy traffic! 

Among the major manufacturers there 
are several coordination patterns cur- 
rently in use. Handling characteristics 
of small and large machines, street and 
knobby tires, high and low torque, to 
mention a few, making riding each dif- 
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ferent model — sometimes each machine 


— a new experience, There are answers 
besides standardization for this problem. 
But the current license law, inany state, 
isn't providing them, 

As currently administered in Califor- 
nia, the license law provides nothing. 
They might at least watch you ride down 
the street, see if you give hand signals 
and look over your shoulder before turn- 
ing and changing lanes and if you stop at 
a stop sign. That would have more to do 
with whether you know how to ride a 
motorcycle on the street than going 
around in twenty-foot circles and riding 
along a line for a very short distance. 

The DMV was apologetic. ‘‘We can’t 
test much but balance,’’ explained the 
examiner, who is himself a non-rider 
but has been to several clinics about 
motorcycle operation and testing. 

The legislators make laws because we 
send them to the capitol to do so. They 
want to do good and positive things so 
we will send them back again. We sup- 
port them because good and positive are 
the things to be. Safety has become as 
sacred as motherhood used to be, 

But sometimes one pauses to wonder 
if all these laws in which the government 
takes care of us are really as good and 
positive as they seem or are they just 
one more hassle for John Citizen to 
endure,

Hots Up At 
Heidelburg 


CARNEGIE, PA, June 22 — That Grand 
National Championship AMA points race 
intensified into a tight three-way battle 
with Cal Rayborn now unofficially taking 
a slim lead over Gary Nixon and Bart 
Markel after the 15-mile Mini-National 
Road Race on the paved, C-shaped Hei- 
delburg raceway oval. 

Rayborn ran away with the race after 
surviving a bad wobble in his heat that 
nearly highsided him before he got back 
in shape and caught up to second place. 
Roger Reiman took that heat, Gary Nixon 
won his expert heatrace, although handi- 
capped by a badly cut hand suffered in 
his 250cc race spill at Laconia the 
weekend before. 

Bart Markel took a bad spill in his 
heat race and so was out of the final.’ 

The race was sparsely attended, with 
no more than 4,000 fans inthe stands and 
a grand total of 21 experts and 16 ama~- 
teur riders on hand to do battle. Last 
year’s winner Walt Fulton III fell beauti- 
fully while running in the 8th lap of the 
championship, spinning a full circle, and 
ended up pointed in the right direction. 
He took off in pursuit, buthad to stop and 
straighten a bent brake pedal, setting him 
down to finish 13th, Ron Grant unloaded 
on the lastlap and Dusty Coppage dropped 
out in the middle of the 15-miler, Art 
Baumann dropped out in lap 3. 

Third-year Amateur Gordon Razee 
took the Amateur chase on his Triumph, 
followed by fellow Triumph rider Mike 
Sponseller, Third place was held by the 
only real road racer among the Ama- 
teurs, Dave Bloom of Michigan, Bloom's 
Yamaha had loaded up on the starting line 
and didn’t get going until the leaders 
were halfway through the first lap.

Professional motorcycle racers have 
elected six of their members to serve 
one year terms as members of AMA’s 
Competition Congress, 

Elected in AMA’s Eastern Region were 
Bart Markel, Flint, Mi., and Ronnie Rall, 
Mansfield, Ohio, Racers from the Central 
Region going to the Congress this year 
are: Neil Keen, Decatur, Ill., and Darrel 
Dovel, Chicago, Illinois. Mert Lawwill, 
San Francisco, Ca., and Richard Mann, 
Richmond, Ca., were elected in the 
Western Region. 

At full strength the Congress willhave 
approximately 65 members who formu- 
late the rules and regulations pertaining 
to motorcycle competition for the 100,000 
member sports association, 

AMA members gain a seat on the Con- 
gress through elections and by appoint- 
ment to serve. Industry members of the 
Association each send two men to serve 
their companies. Chartered motorcycle 
clubs elect 25 men (one from each AMA 
district in the U.S.) to serve two year 
terms. The six racers were chosen from 
ballots containing ten names from each 
of the three AMA regions. They earneda 
place on the ballot by being the top ten 
finishers from their respective regions 
in the national champion point standings.

Four straight weekends of national 
championship racing by the best pro- 
fessional riders in America are on tap 
next month. San Jose, Ascot, Castle Rock 
and Santa Rosa will host the four nation- 
al point paying events, Taking them in 
order; 

SAN JOSE, SUNDAY AFTERNOON, 

JULY 6th: 

The third annual running of this event 
at the Santa Clara County half mile oval. 
George Roeder and Bart Markel have 
won the two previous times out, Usually 
a dry and wide fast oval that favors the 
top eastern riders more than the night 
type track western riders. The record 
proves it. Markel and Dick Mann should 
both do well with Dan Haaby and Mert 
Lawwill running up front, also, Haaby 
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lost this one two years ago on the final 
turn. Markel is the favorite. He will

Cop- 
page is hot for this one and could win his 
first national, Mann is another former 
winner who is entered but his wincamea 
long time ago. Nixon has shown a couple 
of surprise high finishes in the past but 
never a threat. Lawwill could surprise. 
Skip and Dusty could both have trouble 
from first year experts Mark Brelsford 
and Tom Rockwood. Both have led these 
two in recent TT's, Skip bids for his 
second straight TT title this year and his 
fifth in the last three seasons.

Fred Nix is the defending 
champ at Santa Rosa and has won five 
straight mile nationals in a row. Nixand 
Nixon finished one-two earlier this year 
on the mile at Nazareth, Pa, This event 
could give Nixon the national point lead 
and Nix his sxith straight mile track win, 
Santa Rosa, just North of «Frisco, should 
give a preview of things to come at 
Sacramento in September. Aldana will be 
the one to beat in the amateur class on 
his BSA three, This will be the first show- 
ing of the Yamaha 350 ridden by Mash- 
burn in mile events, The BSA '750 and the 
Yamaha 350 may take away some of the 
expert glamour.

Playing Checkers

We opened our envelope, which was 
marked “Check K, Keytime 12:46, Open 
Check 12:00, Close Check 4:00." The 
directions read: ‘(NATURAL BOWL 
CHECK: Headed North on Hwy. 395 out 
of Four Corners (Kramer Junction), go 
14.6 miles to USAF Cuddeback Gunnery 
Range sign on East side of highway, After 
turning thru gate, take gradual Right fork 
and follow USAF road as described: 4.2 
miles from gate, fork LEFT; .6 miles 
farther pass thru gate; 1,5 miles farther, 
crest mountain; 6.0 miles farther, turn 
RIGHT, off USAF road onto Gladding 
McBean mine road; 7,3 miles farther (at 
Gladding McBean ruins) turn RIGHT and 
follow road over thr: canyon to Check 
(on course from thi- point); 3.0 miles 
from Gladding McBean you will come to 
Check: it will be around a corner ina 
canyon, kind of a natural bowl, See 8 rib- 
bon clusters (orange) on bush at right, 
and a circle of lime at base of brush. 
Also an old rectangular gas tank is 
across road," 

My friend, Frances Cunningham, and 
I had decided to be checkers on the 23rd 
Annual Greenhorn 500-Mile National 
Championship Enduro, Now we were at 
the Pasadena M.C. clubhouse, receiving 
directions, instructions, clipboards, 
scoring sheets and a calibrated aircraft 
clock, Until this evening, however, we 
had no idea of the amount of behind-the- 
scenes effort involved in making such a 
run successful, And, after reading over 
our directions, we began to wonder if we 
could even FIND our check, much less 
handle the task of accurately timing 
hundreds of riders through it, 

Ours was a secret check, designated 
“K,” and riders were tobe scored on the 
following basis: Each minute late— 1 point 
less; first minute early — 2 point loss; 
second minute early — 5 point loss, and 
5 points lost for every minute early 
thereafter, Riders could be up to 15 
minutes early or up to an hour late be- 
fore being disqualified, but it was not the 
checkers’ responsibility to disqualify 
anybody; if we goofed on times or rider 
numbers, the whole check -would be 
thrown out, We were cautioned to take 
our time, write legibly...and not get 
rattled, 

Unsung heroes of the biggest and old- 
est enduro in the U.S, are the four Course 
Captains, Each man, usually with just 
one helper, must get 125 miles of the 
course laid out — marked with ribbons, 
arrows and lime — and position the 
checkpoints, This means that two people 
are doing the job ordinarily handled bya 
whole club, and it is fitting testimony to 
their devotion under almost impossible 
odds that the Greenhorn is always mark- 
ed better than most runs, 

Saturday morning's Course Captain 
was Dick Smith, Pasadena police Lieu- 
tenant, Bob Greene, Pasadena M.C, 
President and Editorial Director of Pe- 
tersen Publishing Co.'s Book Division, 
took care of the Saturday afternoon por- 
tion of the run, Bob Vail, an engineer at 
Pabst, laid out Sunday morning's course, 
and the afternoon route was the burden 
of Dave Holeman, Cycle Guide maga- 
zine’s Managing Editor. 

Although mostly cross country, the 
terrain included a water crossing ,some 
hills, and a longest between-gas stretch 
of 58-1/2 miles. But there were no 
bottlenecks to keep the novice rider from 
finishing, though only about a thirdof the 
Starters managed to complete the 2-day 
grind which began and ended at Pear- 
blossom, with an overnight stop atRidge- 
crest. 

We arrived in Pearblossom early Fri- 
day evening, where hundreds of riders 
had already congregated, then continued 
on to Red Mountain (the next day's lunch 
and gas stop), There we met Bob Greene, 
his son Steve, and Pat Brollier, long- 
time Petersen Publishing Co, staff photo- 
grapher. They had been in thearea since 
Wednesday, marking and liming the Sat- 
urday afternoon portion of the course on 
a 600cc Matchless, 500cc Triumph and 
100cc Hodaka respectively. 

After partaking of a couple of brews 
and a little cowboy music at the Silver 
Dollar Cafe, Fran and I barbecued some 
burgers — then bedded down in the back 
of her VW wagon for a few hours’ sleep. 
Early Saturday morning the clear desert 
air snapped us into awareness thatit was 
RACE DAY, and we grinned in anticipa- 
tion of the adventure that awaited us, 

Had we forgotten anything? Looking 
into the car, it didn't seem possible, We 
were loaded down with water, food, straw 
hats, shades, heat pills, suntan lotion,

folding chairs and tables, a first aid kit, 
our checking paraphenalia, and the pro- 
tective company of Gussie, Fran’s pit 
bull dog. NOW to find our checkpoint. 

Surprisingly, we had noproblems, The 
road into the desert was so well marked, 
and the directions so clear, that we ar- 
rived in the Gladding McBean mine area 
with plenty of time to spare for sight- 
seeing and rock hunting before continuing 
on to our check. Snakes, jackrabbits, 
tortoises, sheep, lizards and all manner 
of desert inhabitants were in the vicinity, 
but we didn’t bother them and they didn’t 
bother us. 

Finally it was time to set up the check. 
After bouncing along the course for about 
3 miles we found it...and it was really a 
Sneaky one, Oncoming riders would round 
2 turn into a little bowl-like canyon and 
— surprise! — there we'd be, 

We set up our equipment by the be- 
ribboned bush and the sign that read: 
**Check K, Mileage 30.4, Keytime 12:46," 
I was to keep track of the time, calling 
out each minute and each rider's number 
as Fran wrote them down in running 
order, Later we would transpose the 
figures to our master scoring sheets, 
Riders had left Pearblossom, six every 
minute, beginning at 6:01 a.m. So, theor- 
retically, the first ones through should 
be НА, #18, #10, #1D, #1E and #1F. 


Long before the first rider was due, 
however, Course Captain Greene and son 
Steve rolled up, carrying bags of lime 
and making a final run of the route to 
ensure that all markings were intact 
and checkpoints in order, (Good thing, 
too, because only 5 miles from the first 
day's finish a landowner had carefully 
removed all ribbons and arrows from a 
2-mile section of the course, Fortunate- 
ly, Bob spotted the signs hidden under 
a bush, and he and Steve hastily replaced 
them, raced into Ridgecrest to set the 
clock at the finish, then Bob hurried back 
and waited on the trail for about 40 min- 
utes to make sure the markers weren't 
taken down again. “It was our only close 
call," said Greene, who's been a P.M,C, 
member for 31 years and actively in- 
volved in the run since its inception.) 

Then we were joined by Jay Storer, a 
fellow Petersen Publishing Co. staffer 
who had completed his early morning 
check and driven up to give us a hand if 
the traffic got too heavy. 

We settle down in the ever-warming 
stillness to await the telltale sound that 
would signal an approaching rider. Sud- 
denly, 20 minutes ahead of time, the first 
man appeared— Yamaha-mounted Larry 
Salo from San Jose, ‘I’ve never ridden 
the desert before," he explained, “but 
its sure a ball” We chatted briefly

about the Indianapolis race before he © 
rode away, 

Soon it was keytime plus one minute — 
and nobody had made it through on time. 
Then we heard them coming! At exactly 
12:48 the first group of riders roared 5 
around the turn and slithered to a stop — 
thoroughly surprised, We became so x 
engrossed in our work that for the next 
couple of hours there was only time to 
keep track of everybody, withoccasional | 
pauses to comment on the friendliness 
and good humor exuded by the riders. 

*How'd you ever find your way clear 
out here?" they'd ask. Or, with a grin, 
** Boy, you're really sneaky, aren'tyou?" 
Frances even rated an “Ilove you” from 
an extra-thirsty Yamaha rider to whom 
She'd given a drink of water, 

Some of the competitors were so 
startled by our check that they ran off the 
course, bounded over bushes, climbed the 
canyon walls and performed all sorts of 
entertaining maneuvers as they ap- 
proached, Others, veterans of countless 
desert runs (like the 6-man Harley team 
of Ekins, Krizman, et al), showed up 
right on the dot, checked their clocks and 
coolly motored on, 

As many as 14 riders arrived in one 
minute and traffic became pretty heavy 
at times, Still, there was no confusion, 
If a rider had lost his number plate while 
bashing through the boonies he'd yellout 
*47B'" (or whatever); quite a few had 
their numbers taped totheir helmets just 
in case they did lose their plates, And 
we'd make sure we'd accounted for 
everyone before nodding or waving them 
on, In all, 260 riders passed through 
check “K” — two of them women, 

Around 3:00 p.m, the stream had nar- 
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rowed to a trickle, so we began the job of 
transposing our running notes to the 
master score sheets, finishing justas the 
Chuckwalla Jeep Club follow-up crew 
came through, They had rescued a 
stranded rider and would transport him, 
along with any others they might find, 
back to civilization. 

It was time for us to return to civili- 
zation, too, We gathered up our belong- 
ings, loaded the wagon and took off for 
Ridgecrest. Riders were still being 
checked into the first-day finish when we 
got there, while pit crews, families and 
earlier arrivals set up camp for the 
night, (Incidentally, the camping area was 
left in immaculate condition the follow- 
ing morning — an example which could 
well be a deciding factor in presentation 
of future desert events.) 

Since a small portion of public highway 
was involved near the finish, Ridgecrest 
Sheriffs and California Highway Patrol- 
men had been notified, and were on hand 


to direct the flow of traffic and facili- 
tate road crossings. Their attitude was 
most cooperative and helpful, a fact that 
we can personally verify. 

Soon after turning in our score sheets 
and clock, we were asked by a couple of 
thirsty riders if we could spare some 
water. I handed them our thermos and

SCRAMBLIN 
AROUND

We don't know why, but Lady Luck has 
sure been frowning on the Dirt Diggers 
lately. First, after getting out their ad- 
vertising etc. on their grass track 
scrambles, that land was pulled out from 
under them at the last minute, So the 
next thing was to set up their scrambles 
at Hopetown, just as they díd last year. 
Everything was set once again, posters 
went out, entries started coming in (to 
date over 300) and now once again, wham! 
The management has made such exces- 
sive demands that there is no way the 
race can be thrown there, so that loca- 
tion for their June 28-29th scrambles is 
done for. 

All any District club hopes for in 
throwing a sporting event is to break 
even on expenses and if lucky, have 
enough money left over to buy a dinner 
or some other kind of treat for each 
member and his family. In this case, the 
Diggers would be cown the drain before 
they even started, A big event like the 
Diggers throw means some of their mem- 
bers even have to take days off from work 
to attend to all the details such as per- 
mits, licenses etc. So if the powers-that- 
be think they’ve got a bunch of slaves to 
put up all the money, do all the work 
while they sit back and collect the pro- 
ceeds, they’ve got another thing coming! 

There is also a definite feeling that a 
professional promoter is trying to bust 
up the Dirt Digger — Corriganville rela- 
tionship. We don’t want to sound like a 
rumor-monger, but the fact is there. 
Happily though, there is such a thing as 
«pioneer rights” and the Dirt Diggers 
have every intention of invoking them if 
necessary. This means that no sanction- 
ed event can be held there for one solid 
year. A couple of years ago aland owner 
tried to shut-out the club which had built 
the track on his land and done the develop- 
ment of it etc, while leasing the land 
from him. After finding out about the 
“pioneer rights’? and that no sanctions 
would be issued the owner continued to 
receive his percentage from the spon- 
soring club and gave up trying to be the 
queen bee, 

So now this is the way things stand, 
The Hopetown location is off, but the 
Diggers have a new one, down by San 
Clemente and just off the San Diego 
Freeway. Directions will be in ads and 
new posters (the third lot the club has 
had to cough up money for). The race 
will continue as expected, and there'll be 
a couple of surprises #00. 

American Eagle is bringing over from 
England Dave Smith and Ray Jordan to 
ride in the 250 and 500 classes, along 
with displaying their line of machinery. 
Other manufacturers will also have dis- 
plays, While personally we're sorry to 
see the Hopetown location go, we'll back 
up the club one hundred percent, There 
comes a time when you've been pushed 
far enough and this is it. We know too 
that the Diggers will throw what they’ve 
always been famous for, a ‘quality 
scrambles.” 

To round off the column this week 
we'd like to offer a suggestion that next 
year, when bidding for calendar dates 
clubs designate if they are planning on 
throwing a “TT” scrambles or a 
*trough" scrambles to prevent some of 
the confusion we had Sunday over Perris. 
No club has thrown a rough scrambles in 
so long that the term “TT” was always 
used on the printed District calendar to 
differentiate between desert serambles 
such as European and Hare scrambles 
and our type scrambles. However, the 
rule book shows there is a difference 
between a rough and a ‘‘TT’’, Track 
improvement denotes the difference but 
the way the rules read you could grade 
the side of Mount Everest and call it a 
TT and that's not what most of us know 
as a TT, right? 

We're all for throwing these rough 
Scrambles, back to the good old days and 
all that, but riders are getting messed 
up over tire changing or what to expect 
when they arrive at the track, Perris 
Valley threw a real good rough scram- 
bles but at the same time there were a 
few riders who balked and rightly so, at 
finding out it was a rough scrambles and 
not a “ТТ”. So we hope a scrambles 
club brings this up at the Sports Com- 
mittee so we can all get this straight 
and prevent further mix-ups.

GUEST EDITORIAL 


OUR CHAMPION

What is.a champion? Kirk Douglas played in a movie by the same name. and it told a story 
heart-felt and cruel. the story of a champion and his ways. Now, I shall try my humble best 


to tell you about my champion, Gary Nixon. 

According to Webster, a champion is many things; a fighting man, a man of valor, a person 
who fights or speaks for another, or anyone engaged in a contest or conflict where power will 
win. In our great country we have many champion teams and individual champions. 

What made me want to write this story was what happened at York, Pennsylvania; the boos 
of the crowd and the look in Gary’s eyes—sad, hurt, tired to the point of exhaustion. But he 
waved, gave his little cocky walk, and went to his machine. 

When the announcer introduced Bart Markel, the crowd cheered. Yet I can recall the boos 
when Bart was champ. They even called him "Bad Bart," but people forget—and they 
should —but they should also be fair and just to the lone man against many. 


A VIEW FROM THE PITS 

We all know what's happening. The factories want the Big Plate; it sells 
motorcycles. Triumph knows this, and so do Harley and BSA, the big three in flattrack racing. 
Let's look behind the scenes, from the pit view. The Triumph camp had a good thing going 
when they got Chuck Palmgren and Gene Romero. This cut the odds. 

Rayborn, Haaby and Lawwill were 
there, and both Palmgrens, but they didn't ride. Gary rode. He took a chance of getting hurt, 
and he knew this. He didn't ride for the money, but because he is a champion and because the 
race was for a good cause—crippled kids—and because he did have some fans. 

There were two fans I know of. The harder the crowd booed, the harder my rider and I 
cheered, because we had heard him booed before. 

How many fans know that he donated his winnings in North Carolina to charity, at a benefit 
race he didn't win. But for where he finished he earned over $200.00 for a worthy cause. Yet 
again they booed and he put on his cockey act and waved and walked away, head up and 
shoulders back. But there was hurt in his eyes, and he was dirty, tired, worried, nervous and 
exhausted mentally and physically. He asked no edge and gave much. 


AHELL OF A LIFE 

I have talked to Gary many times. He talks for a few minutes, then walks away, always 
on the move. In this business you have to be. Carrying that plate means he must win, but does 
the guy who paid a buck and a half know that Gary just drove 600 miles with no sleep, living 
out of a truck? It's a hell of a life. I know, and 1 only travel on weekends, but have gone as far 
as 1400 miles to race. 

Recently we visited with a lovely and charming lady, the wife of our flattrack dirt champion 
Darrel Dovel. Peg said she would like to have a nice home and fix it up, but they never stay in a 
place longer than six months. Like many flattrackers' wives, in her own way this gal is a 
champion, keeping notes and cheering her man on. Peg and Darrel were at York, then drove to 
Plains City, Ohio. We followed them across the East. 

Peg said that at some time or other she had had most of these kids stay with her and Darrel, 
including Gary. Peg said he is a strange guy and is always nervous. 


THE GOOD LIFE 
A champion golfer makes around $150,000 a year, has a nice clean job and an 
air-conditioned country club, and he flies from place to place. He never wears leather clothes 
and a helmet in 95 degree heat, and he never breathes dirt that chokes you up until you can't 
breathe. What's more, he doesn't take chances with his life, nor does he drive 100,000 miles a 
year and live out of a truck. 


COMMON COURTESY 

We all know to be a champion. you have to be good, and Gary is good. I recall a night at 
Santa Fe a few nights before a National when he got tangled up on the line with Ray born, and 
Cal went down. We were parked next to Cal, and Gary came by and told him he was sorry they 
had bumped, and walked on. But he did apologize, as did Bart to Gary at Springfield, Ohio, this 
year. Markel bumped Gary on one of the turns, and after the race he walked over and said he 
was sorry. Gary said, “One more lap, Baby, and I would have had you.” That's all that was said. 

At York, as we were loading, Gary came out and there were about 20 people having a picnic. 
He stopped. walked over. gave autographs, received two pieces of chicken, smiled, shook hands 
with everyone, and got into his truck happy. These people cheered, and he felt their warmth 
and friendly wavs and was pleased that out of so many people, at least a few made him happy. 
He drove away with a smile on his face and a piece of chicken in his hand. 

HARD ODDS 

The Harley camp has some fine riders. matching leathers, and a lot of money. I am 
not saving Triumph is broke.-but Harley has gone all out -and | mean ALL out—against опе 
man. Freddy the mile man and short tracker, Rayborn the roadracer, Markel the half-niler, 
Lawwill. Haaby. Reiman. and Breslford make up the team. 

That s a lot of guys for one man to beat. But he has done it, and he is doing it again. Before 
Livonia he was second. That's a champion for you, and I feel he should be treated like one. I 
have seen him work two hours on a motor just to make the program so the people can see him 
ride. He rides not just the Nationals. but €ll that he can make. He's the little, cocky, tired 
redhead from Marvland. He sour Grand Mational Champion. He's my champion and yours.

Fran crawled into the back of the wagon 
to get some more, But she’d forgotten 
about the rocks we’d picked up along the 
trail, and gashed her knee severely on a 
big hunk of knife-sharp granite, Instant- 
ly, one of the riders (we later found out 
he was a Naval officer) grabbed our first 
aid kit and applied a tourniquet/bandage 
while the other ran for the nearest Sher- 
iff, In seconds we were hustled off to an 
emergency hospital in the Sheriff's pol- 
ice car...and I mean fast! On the way he 
took time to warn us of snakes in the 
vicinity of the campout and asked us to 


-pass the word along, A little minor sur- 


gery and Fran was shaped up, 

So we headed for home that night, 
bemoaning the irony of it all. Still, we 
were pleased and gratified to have been 
a small part of the Greenhorn picture... 
a picture that continues for weeks after 
the run is over, With 30 checkpoints and 
the number of finishers involved, over 
9000 separate scoring procedures must 
be completed before riders are aligned 
according to finishing position, class, 
etc., and the official results are an- 
nounced, The intricacy of these pro- 
cesses is unknown to most competitors, 
and even District 37 Sports Committee- 
men apparently can’t figure out why it 
takes so long, since last year they penal- 
ized the Pasadena M.C, by disallowing 
the Greenhorn as a points run after re- 
ceiving the results two days late, even 


though all riders had been notified in 
time. 

But the magic of the Greenhorn doesn’t 
revolve around points, As Bob Greene 
says, “Its a challenge. You work four 
or five months and you make 400 or 500 
guys happy. It’s seldom that you can 
make that many people happy. The payoff 
comes when yowre in sight of the finish 
and you see that tail of dust that means 
they're making it. It’s a big thrill. You 
think, *Hooray, here they come — I knew 
they'd make it!' ' 

Fran and I experienced a taste of this 
satisfaction, too, When I asked if she 
wanted to be a checker again next year 
there was no hesitation, ‘‘Oh hell yes,’’ 
she said, “if we have it as easy as this 
time, Beforehand I was a little leary, but 
I really had fun, The expression on those 


_ guys’ faces when'they came around that 


corner was worth the whole trip. They 
were having a ball— doing their thing — 
so cooperative...and so MALE, It just 
turned me on," And my sentiments 
echoed hers exactly. 

If you don’t mind a little dust and heat, 
why not plan to be a checker on next 
year's Greenhorn run yourself? Or bet- 
ter yet, RIDE the most demanding enduro 
of them all, But if you do compete, 
watch out, because somewhere along the 
trail you'll round a turn and there we'll 
Ъе..геаду to catch you off guard — or 
give you a drink of water if you're thirsty.
